REMARKS 


The Office Action dated June 3, 2005 has been carefully considered. Claims 14 and 25 
have been amended. Claims 14-25 are in this application. 

Claims 14-25 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 112, first paragraph, as not being enabled 
or providing written description for the phrase "at least one layer". Applicant has canceled the 
phrase from the claims. 

Claims 14-25 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, second paragraph, as indefinite for the 
terms "uniformly" and "evenly". Applicant has canceled these terms from the claims. 

The application is allowable over the prior art.
